Stylecards 
The Typestyler enhancement that will impress you the most is the new 
Stylecards option. When you're in the Edit Method and press the 
<F2>(OPTIONS) key, you'll see that <F5>(STYLECARDS) is now a 
choice. Stylecards are special cards that you insert into the font bank 
like you do a font card. Each Stylecard contains up to eight different 
Styles. Styles are essentially pages that have been pre-formatted but 
contain no text; you type in your own text. Margins have been 
pre-programmed, tabs have been set, boxes have been drawn, ribbon 
color and font changes have been inserted, centering commands have 
been entered, etc. Everything has been set up in a well-designed 
format--all you need to do is type in the text! 


With your new User's Guide sections, you'll find a Stylecards tab along 
with a Stylecards Overview section that gives you an introduction to 
Stylecards. Each Stylecard comes with printed illustrations you can slip 
into the User's Guide behind the Stylecards Overview. These 
illustrations show what each Style looks like, list the font cards required, 
and give other necessary information.

The Auto Box feature makes it unbelievably easy to draw boxes. When 
you“want to draw a box, just turn on the Draw: Auto Box function in the 
Options screen. Then type and format the information you want boxed 
and turn off the Draw: Auto Box function. There's no need to calculate 
X/Y coordinates for the box--the Typestyler places the box around the 
text and leaves an appropriate amount of space between the text and 

the sides of the box. Draw: Auto Box in the Functions section explains 


ee this feature, arid Learning Activity 6 demonstrates it. 
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- Previously when you worked in`the Edit Method, you had to wait until 
you finished a document before you printed it. Now. by pressing 
<F3>(DRAFT), you can print a document line by line as you type it. 
Then when you've finished typing, you have a rough draft copy for 
proofreading; if necessary, you can make changes and reprint using the 
<F4>(PRINT) function. In our testing, users have found it most efficient 
to turn Draft on and type the entire document, then edit after they've 
typed all the text. Refer to Learning Activities 2 through 7 and Draft 
Printing in the Functions section.

New Resident Font 


Because so many of you told us that you would prefer a Helvetica type 
style as the resident font, we've changed the resident font to the 
popular. Helveti¢a Medium 10 point. All current users will receive a free 
Times Roman 10 point font card (the previous resident font) in case 
you haye saved.files that use that font. 
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Other Changes 
: @You can now have more than one Center On a Point command per 
line. This is useful for centering titles over columns of numbers in a 
table. Refer to Center On a Point in the Functions section. 


@When you press <Shift><down cursor> to move to the end of a file, 

the Typestyler will now display a "Please Wait" message. Sometimes it 

takes several seconds to express to the end of a long file, and this 

message lets you know that the Typestyler is processing the command.

@lf you edit a graph and change it to a smaller size, you: oue had 
to reselect all fonts for titles and labels.: Now you only have to reselect 
the fonts if the sizes are too large for a smaller graph. If a font you 
chose for the original graph is too large for the smaller graph, the 
Typestyler will use the resident font; Helvetica: ABORAN 10 point, unless 
you choose a new font. 


@Also in Graph, the "Use Previous Graph Information as Basis For New 
Graph?" message will now display only if you have already created 
another graph since turning on your Typestyler. ae ET
